PARIS, May 10.—A fortified positicn 
om the Vauclerc Plateau was captured 
last night by the French, it was an- 
rcunced officially today. Heavy artil- 
lery fighting continues in this region 
where the Germans made a counter at- 
tack with a division of fresh troops. 


Several German counter attacks along 
the Chemin-des-Dames were repulsed. 

The statement says: 

‘During the night the enemy attempt- 
ed without success several rather feeble 
ecunter attacks at various points along 
the Chemin-des-Dames.. All his efforts 
were defeated by our fire. A counter 
attack in greater force against positions 
carried by us in the region of Chevreux 
met with the same fate and did not pre- 
vent us fro mmaking further progress 
and capturing a fortified point of sup- 
pcrt. Prisoners and a machine gun re- 
~memined in our hands.” ~ 
"On the northern slopes of the Vau- 
elerc plateau we carried Baer an opera- 
tion which enabled us to enlarge our 
gains and to take prisoners belonging 
to a division of troops which arrived re- 
etntly on this part of the front. Artil- 


(lery* fighting continues actively in these 


sectors. 

“Information now at hand shows that 
five German airplanes reported to have 
been damaged seriously on April 24, 
May 2, May 4, May 5 and May 7 were 
in reality brought down. Yesterday our 
rilots caused two German airplanes to 
fall in flames.” 

The official communication issued last 
night said: 

“On the Chemin-des-Dames there was 
spirited artillery activity. On the Cerny- 
Hurtebise front in the region of Chev- 
reux our troops have organized and coh 
quered ground and repulsed severa' ene- 
my counter attacks. The number of 
prisoners made in the course of yester- 
day's action has reached 90. 

"To the northwest of Rheims we car.- 
ried out a detailed operation which en- 
abled us to carry a German trench on 
a front of 400 meters and take 100 pris- 
oners, including two officers. These 
prisoners belonged to four different regi- 
ments.” 

British Meke Progress Near Bulle- 
court and at Other Foints. 

LONDON, May  10.—Progress was 
made by the British last night in the 
neighborhood of Bullecourt, east of Gri- 
court and south of the Souchez River, 
@ays today’s official announcement. 

The War Office statement follows: 

“Further reports show that the fight- 
ing in the neighborhood of Bullecourt 
yesterday was severe and continuous 
We made progress in spite of the repeat-

1127 AMERICANS ARE HELD 
AS PRISONERS IN GERMANY 


Head of Federated Crafts of System 
Said to Be Coming With the 
Demands. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—That 1277 
Americans still are held prisoners in 
Germany, probably removed from cap- 
tured armed merchantmen, was revealed 
today at the State Department. 

It is assumed -that the men were 
taken to Germany by raiders operating 
in the South Atlantic. 

Tne men are held not because of their 
American nationality, but because they 
were on enemy armed merchantmen. 
Other Americans in Germany are under- 
stood to be entirely unmolested, except 
for slightly increased police regulations, 
under Germany’s policy not to recognize 
a state of war with this country. 

A State Department announcement 
says: ““A telegram from the legation at 
Berne says that the women of that le- 
gation, with other Americans, have 
formed an aid society for relieving 
American prisoners in Germany. It is 
reported that there are now 127 Ameri- 
can prisoners in Germany, taken from 
ships.”’

BRITISH SHIPS CHASE 
1] ENEMY DESTROVERS 


They Engage Germans at Long 
Range, but Are Unable to 
Overtake Them. 


LONDON, May 10.—A British force 
of light cruisers and destroyers 
chased 11 German destroyers today, 
and engaged them at long range, but 
were unable to overtake them, says 
an official statement this afternoon. 
The admiralty statement reads: 

“A scouting force consisting of light 
cruisers and destroyers from Harwich, 
under Commodore Tyrwhitt, while cruis- 
ing between the Dutch and English 
coasts this morning, sighted a force of 
li German destroyers about 4 o'clock, 
Greenwich time, on a parallel course and 
to the southward. 

“Our forces immediately closed and 
on our opening fire the enemy at once 
made off at full speed to the southward 
under cover of a dense smoke screen. 
The chase was continued for one hour 
and 20 minutes and the enemy was en- 
gaged at long range, but our force was 
unable to overtake him. 

‘Four British destroyers chased the 
11 German destroyers to within range of 
the guns of the batteries at Zeebrugge. 
“Our casualties were one man slightly 
wounded. The enemy's destroyers were 
seen to be hit by our fire.’’ 


JOSEPH B. FORAKER, FORMER 
UNITED STATES SENATOR, DIES 


Ohioan Had Been Ill Since Retirement 
From Office in 1900—Tvwice 
Was Gove nor, 
CINCINNATI, May 10.—Joseph Benson 
Foraker, former United States Senator 
from Ohio, lawyer, orator and soldier, 
died at his home here today at the age 

of 70. 


Former Senator Foraker had been in 
poor health since his retirement from 
the Senate in 1909, 

Mr. Foraker was twice elected and 
lHkewise twice defeated in races for the 
governorship of Ohio. He served in the 
United States Senate from 1897 to 1908. 
Mr. Foraker was born July 6, 1846, on 
a farm near Rainsboro, Ohio. In 1862 
he enlisted as a private in the Ohio vol- 
unteer infantry and served until the 
close of the Civil War, when he was 
mustered out with the rank of First 
Lieutenant and brevet Captain. He 
graduated in 1869 from Cornel! Univer- 
sity and began the practice of law in 
Cincinnati. 

He presented the name of William 
McKinley for the presidency at the Re- 
publican national conventions in 1896 and 
1990,

A..Corner, a brakeman, both of Mober- 
ly, Mo., were killed this morning in the 
wreck of a westbound Wabash freight

AMERICANS DOING 


PERILOUS. FLYING 
ON FRENGH FRONT 


Aviators in Fast Machines Hunt 
for German Airmen in 
Their . Territory. 


ON THE FRENCH FRONT IN 
FRANCE, Wednesday evening, May 9. 
—‘‘Sorry we saw only one German bird 
—and he made off quickly,”’ was the gist 
of the report made by 10 American evia- 
tors on their return this. evening from 
a long search extending from St. Quen- 
tin to Craonne. The Americans, who 
had been far over the German lines, 
gathered around the American flag 
which floats beside the tri-color on the 
aviation ground, and related to Capt. 
Thenault, commander of the squadron, 
incidents of their reconnaissance. The 
flag is the first American emblem to be 
flown by American fighters on the 
French front. It came from Orange, 
N. J. 

The correspondent witnessed the de- 
parture and return of the Americans, 
who fly in machines of great speed. 
There is no occasion for their French 
commander to order them to make 
flight. They themselves offer to go 
hunting for the German airmen. Today 
only six were told to depart, but four 
others joined in the chase on their own 
initiative. 

The task of the Americans is always 
perilous, for they are obliged to seek 
the Germans over their own territory, 
but they are fully confident of their 
ability to cope with enemy machines. 
This confidence is shared by their com- 
mander, who referred proudly to the 
squadron’s record of 32 German air- 
planes the destruction of which has been 
confirmed, while others are known to 
have been brought down but were not 
counted because they fell out of sight 
behind the German unes. 

The work of the squadron is appre- 
clated highly by every branch of the 
French service. The desire is expressed 
widely for more American squadrons of 
this character, which protects from at- 
tack the observation and range regu- 
lating airplanes and act as escorts for 
bombarding squadrons. It is asserted! 
throughout the army that the presence 
of American and other hunting squad- 
rons have played a great part in the 
recent victories. 

The American airmen are still wearing 
the French uniform in which many of 
them have fought since the beginning 
of the war. They all desire to remain 
together, but numbers of them are fully 
qualified, according to their officers, to 
become leaders of squadrons.

HISTORIC RECORDS. 


“INTHENEW YORK 
CITY HALL BURN 


Cupola of Famous Building 
French Commission Was 
Received Yesterday Is 

Damaged. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 10.—Fire, which is 


believed to have been caused by crossed 


wires used for illumination djsplay in 
ccnnection with the visit of the French 
mission, was discovered in the cupola 
of City Hall about 1 o’clock this after- 
noon. The blaze gained such headway 
that some of the valuable historic rec- 
ords stored in the tower were destroyed. 

The fire was confined to the cupola, 
but the report that the famous old 
structure was threatened with destruc- 
tion brought a crowd almost as great 
ns that which witnessed yesterday's re- 
ception to M. Viviani and Marshal 
Joffre. 

The first thing the firemen did was to 
haul down the Stars and Stripes floating 
from the supola, this action bringing a 
cheer from the crowd. Next the British 
flag flying from a staff on the Broad- 
way side was taken down and the 
French flag on the east side of the 
bullding aws the last to be removed. 

Among other valued articles saved was 
the water pitcher in the municipal art 
rooms formerly the property of Benja- 
min Franklin, and the furniture used by 
the original United States Senate. 

Completed in 18512. 

The City Hall was erected more than 
100 years ago and is regarded as one 
of the most beautiful pieces of architec- 
ture in the country. It contains many 
priceless relics of historical significance 
to the city and the nation. Construc- 
tion began in 1808 and was completed in 
1812. 

Just beneath the cupola is a room 
known as the Governor's room, con- 
taining the portraits of George Wash- 
ington and Governors of the State and 
Governors in Colonial days. The fire- 
men, police and volunteers made frantic 
efforts to save these paintings. 

All the decorations for the French 
and British commissioners were ruined 
by water. The Stars and Stripes flying 
from the flag pole surmounting the 
cupola was rescued. 

-All “the historic furnishings in the 
Municipal Art Commission's rooms, a)- 
most directly below the cupola on the 
third floor, as well as the portraits and 
valuable furniture in the Governor's 
room—the latter including the 
writing desks of George Washington and 
John Quincy Adams—Were removed to 
safety, but not before many of the 
articles had been splashed with water. 

Cupola Burial Ouce Before. 

A short time after the firemen arrived 
water was pouring Into the building and 
cascading down the winding staircases 
and out into the plaza.” The cupola was 
destroyed by fire once before, many 
years ago.

CARDS RECEIVED 
FOR REGISTRATION 
FOR ARMY SERVICE 


St. Louis, in common with other cities, 
is receiving its supply of registration 
cards, in preperation for the enrollment 
of men liable for service in the new 
army. Cards, of which a large supply 
has already been received here, are in 
the care of the Election Board, which 
will conduct the registration in each of 
the 500 precincts in the city. 

The blanks contain questions as to 
age, place of birth, race, occupation and 
place of employment, previous military 
experience, whether married or single, 
and number of dependents, including 
father, mother, wife and children under 
12 years of age, or brothers and sisters 
under 12. The last question is, “Do you 
claim exemption from draft? Specify 
grounds.” 

The lower lefthand corner of the card 
is to be torn off when the signer is of 
African descent. This is for the con- 
venience of the clerks in handling the 
cards. 


Gardner Has Inatructions. 
Gov. Gardner has received detailed in- 


structions from the Provost Marshal 
General of the United States, as to the 
means of starting the draft enrollment. 
Especial mention is made of the ques- 
tion as to dependents, and the Provost 
Marshal General says that men should 
be especially instructed as to their re- 
plies to this question, the instruction 
being as follows: 

“Consider your answer thoughtfully. 
Tf it is true that there {s another mouth 
than your own to feed, do not let your 
military ardor interfere with the wish 
of the nation to reduce war’s misery to 
a minimum. On the other hand, unless 
the person you have in mind is solely 
dependent on you, do not hide behind 
petticoats or children. Remember, this 
answer alone will not exempt you from 
Hability to service.’’

As a matter of 
fact, the General added, the British 
staff has been surprised that the Ger- 
mans have not succeeded before in mak- 
ing gains, in view of the tremendous | 
counter attacks which they have been 
hurling against the British front. The 
chief director continued: 


of War for the 
Results of Western Offensive 


Allies 


In the first month of the Battle of 
Arras the British have taken rather 
more than 20,000 prisoners. They have 
advanced an average of four mijes on 
a front of about 15 miles, ard some 
roints are five miles ahead of their start- 
ing point. They have captured 250 Ger- 
ran cannon, including 8-inch howitzers, 
a considerable number of 5.9 German 
guns, and a very great number of field 
tieces. They have in addition captured 
& great deal of material, including me- 
chine guns and other paraphernalia. In 
the same time the French have taken 
rather more than 29,000 prisoners, more 
than 150 cannon, including some heavy 
guns. They have advanced at points 
three or four miles, although they have 
rot captured as large an area as the 
British. 

We may say in sum, then, that the 
British and French in one month have 
captured more than 60,000 prisoners, 
nearly 500 cannon and almost a hundred 
sqvare miles of territory. This is the 
largest achievement in any month since 
trench warfare began. It includes the 
lorgest advance since the battle of the 
Marne, and can only be compared with 
the German success in the early phase 
of the Verdun operation in the matter 
of ground gained, which it surpassed. 


f Estimate of Losses. 

In this time the losses of the Germans 
have not been less than 300,000, and the 
allies together have probably lost not 
less than 250,000, the difference being 
represented by the prisoners. While the 
losses on the allied side have been fair- 
ly equally divided between the French 
and the British, the losses on the Ger- 
man side have been borne by the Ger- 
iffans alone. We have, therefore, on the 
side of attrition a loss of 300,000 for 
the Germans and something less than 
15° 000 apiece for Britain and France. 
Before the Battle of Arras began, ths 
British commander-in-chief, Sir Doug- 
las Haig, told the writer that there were 
188% German divisions on the western 
front. Since the battle began the French 
cfficial statement has fixed the number 
of divisions at 148, of which 99 were on 
the front and 44 in reserve. Not less 
than half of this reserve has, thérefore, 
been actually consumed by casualties, 
and since no German unit is kept on the 
front to the point of extermination, it 
seems reasonably sure that almost ali 
of the strategic reserves of Hindenburg, 
which he had evidently accumulated for 
the purpose of an offensive of his own. 
have had to be thrown into the Arras 
anc the Aisne furnaces. 

We may say, then, that an actua! 
strategic victory has been won by the 
allies up to the-present moment. The 
Germany strategy, so far as we can 
penetrate it, consisted in a retreat on 
the center between Arras and Sois- 
sons, to be followed by an offensive 
elsewhere along the front. By. attack- 
ing on the Arras-Lens and Soissons- 
Rheims fronts the British and French 
have compelled the German to aban- 
don the project of an offensive else- 
Khere, and to throw the strategic re- 
serve against the British and French 
forces which threatened the German 
line. 

So far as it is now possible to 
judge, then, the Germans have lost 
the initiative which they sought to 
regain by their retreat in March. 
They have lost a greater number of 
prisoners than in any month of the 
war. They have lost a greater amount 
of artillery than ever before tn a 
single month in the history of the 
German Empire or of the Prussian 
monarchy. Their tactical defeat at 
Arras was greater than at any point 
in the Marne fight, the losaes com- 
parable only with those at Verdun. 
The German official statements and 
official writers have all endeavored 
to present a picture for home and 
foreign consumption in which the 
campaign appears as a campaign on 
the part of the allies to pierce the 
German line. Having set up this ob- 
jective and asserted that this was the 
purpose of allied strategy, they have 
therafter pointed to the failure of 
French and British attacks to pierce 
their lines as a great German triumph. 
But the German triumph can only be 
accepted if it is assumed that tif main 
purpose of the allies was to pierce the 
German lines, and this is by no means 
true. Confronted with a situation 
created by the German retreat on the

the reserve of British and Frenchman 
power is now far greater than theirs, 
The problem of the Germans mathe- 
matically leads to ruin. It is only for 
a limited period of time that the Ger- 
mans can match masses against masses 
without the total exhaustion of their 
reserves. They may be able to do it 
for the rest of the campaign; of 1917, 
although this is exceedingix_soubtful. 
They would not be able to do it now 
were it not for the total paralysis of 
Russian operations. But it is perfectly 
obvious that German strategy is now 
based upon the conclusion that the ele- 
ment of time is with the Germans, and 
that if Germany can delay the inevita- 
ble allied success on land sufficiently 
long, German submarine warfare will 
win the war, or ac least win a peace 
satisfactory to Germany. 

Everything that has happened since 
the British stepped out of their trenches 
on Easter Monday confirms the fact 
that the initiative nas been permanently 
lost to the Germans on the west, that 
they are manifestly out-gunned, that 
they are compelled tc fight a steadily 
osing battle. It is necessary, on the 
other hand, to recognize that in the last 
two weeks there has been a total refuta- 
tion of any charge that German morale 


as a whole has broken down. German} 


troops have never fought better in the 
war than they have fought in the last 
two weeks before Arras. But this is 
mainly due to the fact that the Ger- 
mans have been obliged to use their 
picked troops, selected to make an of- 
fensive elsewhere, in endeavoring to 
bolster up a threatencd line. 

It is easy to draw two widely op- 
timistic conclusions from the first month 
of the allied offensive. The French at- 
tack along the Aisne still remains a 
threat rather than an immediate peril 
to the Germans. Still, the British oper- 
ation east of Arras hare become a dead- 
ly peril, and is steadily forcing the 
Germans to sacrifice in a losing game 
roth wae of what is left to them of their 
r ‘ 

Russia as Uncertain Factor. 

If it were possible for Russia to re- 
peat the Brusiloff attack of last June 
now, the end of the war this year would 
be assured and a military decision might 
be expected in Eurupe before snow 
flies. On the other hand, if the Rus- 
sian situation continues to get ree 
and the Germans are able to bring more 
and more of their troops from the east 
to the west, it is entirely possible that 
they may be able to avoid a decision 
this year, although ii is exceedingly un- 
likely that they will be able to postpone 
a retreat from their present lines to the 
French frontier, as they were able to 
postpone their retreat from the Somme 
to the present line last year. 

On the military side, the last month 
has been the most promising for the 
allies since the war began. It shows a 
superiority In guns and in material, 
which has hitherto either lain with the 
Germans, or has been possessed by 
alMdes who still lacked the training to 
use it. 

No ome should be deluded by the Ger- 
Man claim to have prevented the pierc- 
ing of their lines. The piercing of the 
line in the West has been for over two 
years and a half something that could 
only happen by accident, accompanied 
by the total demoralization of huge 
masses Of men. The allies have never 
expected to pierce the German lines 
since they began their attack at the 
Somme last year. They are grinding 
the German man power, killing, wound- 
ing and capturing more Germans than 
the Germans are killing, wounding and 
capturing British and French combined, 
and the Germans’ game is up, unless 
the assured victory of the allies on land 
can be rendered useless by a compen- 
sating marine victory, or by the absolute 
withdrawal of Russia from the war.

Appeal for Unity Says Desires of Separate 


Groups Threaten Internal Ruin and 


Defeat at Front 


PETROGRAD, May 10.—A coalition 
Cabinet in the neag future was forecast 
in a long deciaration of the provisional 
Government published yesterday. 

After reviewing the reforms accom- 
plished and frankly outlining the diffi- 
culties under which the Government is 
laboring, the declaration says: 

“The attempts by separate groups of 
the population to realize their desires 
bs expropriations or launching declara- 
tions when made by the less organized 
classes threaten to ruin interior disci- 
pline and unity, and create favorable 
ground, on the one hand, for acts of 


on the other hand for the development 
of private interests to the detriment. of 
the general welfare. 

“The temporary Government consid- 
ers it its duty to declare frankly and 
definitely that such conditions render 
the administration of the country ex- 
tremely difficult and menace it with 
interior ruin and defeat at the front. 

“The frightful specter of civil war 
and anarchy hovers over Russia, threat- 


‘ening its freedom. ‘There is a dark, 


sad path leading through civil war and 
anarchy to the return of despotism. 

“This must not be the path of the 
Russian people.’’ 

Appeal Made for Unity. 

Then follows an appeal for unity in 
Support of the Government created by 
the revolution, and the declaration coen- 
tinues:

GO 10 THe JUR 
TRIS AFTERNOON 


Arguments Following Judge 
Shields’ Instructions Expected 
. to Last Three Hours. 


The arson conspiracy case against Ju- 
lius R. Bersch, Harold G. Gilmore ana 
Harry C. Imel, charged with burning 
the Gilmore-Bonfig Decorating Co. store 
at 4455 Olive street, will go to the jury 
today. 

Judge Shields in his instructions to 
the jurors said that if they found the 
defendants had wilfully set fire to the 
store with intent to defraud the insur- 
ance companies, they should find them 
guilty and asses the punishment at not 
less than one year in jail or two years 
in the penitentiary. The maximum pen- 
alty is life imprisonment. 

Each person engaged in a conspiracy, 
the Court pointed out, was responsible 
for the acts and declarations of all the 
others. He told the jury the testimony 
as to agreements to burn the plants of 
the Shelley-Gould Grocery Co. and the 
Christen Bellows Works should be con- 
sidered as affecting only Bersch, and 
not Gilmore and Imel. 


Must ignore Bribe Attempt. 

As to the testimony of Herbert O. 
Baker, who turned State's evidence, the 
Judge said such testimony, given by an 
accomplice, might; warrant a conviction 
if it was to be considered stronger and 
more competent if corroborated by oth- 
er witnesses. : 

The jury was instructed that it must 
not consider the defendants for the at- 
tempt to bribe a juror which halted the 
case and caused the defendant’s original 
counsel to withdraw. The jury, he said, 
should not take this into account in 
reaching a verdict. ! 

Special Prosecutor Harvey in his ar- 
gument said the motive for arson had 
been proven, as testimony had shown 
a business purchased for $2750 cash had 
been insured for $35,000. The crime, he 
said, had been most deliberate, as plans 
for the burning of the plant were under 
way from December, 1914, to July, 1915, 

Former Supreme Judge Charles G. 
Revelle, arguing for the defendants, 
sald the prosecution was ‘a conspiracy 
of the $260,000,000 insurance trust.”” He 
asserted Baker had given false testi- 
mony against the defendants. 

Baker, who pleaded guilty as one 
of the conspirators and later tes- 
tified for the State, was the last wit- 
ness put on the stand by Special Prose- 
cutor Harvey, in rebuttal. 


Baker Says He Teld Truth. 

Baker tes\ified that he had told the 
truth when wn the stand earlier in the 
trial and denied he had ever said to any- 
one that he was sorry he had lied about 
Bersch, Gilmore and Imel. He asserted 
what he said was that he was sorry he 
had “got them in a jam.”’ 

This testimony was given to rebut 
that of Robert Maypole, an insurance 
agent in the Pierce Building, who tes- 
tified Baker had told the defendants in 
his presence that he was sorry he had 
lied about them. Maypole also said that

LONDON, May 10.—Loss of a big pas- 
senger steamer with 70 persons, includ- 
ing several “people of note’’ aboard, 
was announced in a London Chronicle 
editorial today.

DURING WAR 89,843, 


Killed, Wounded and Missing In- 
cluded; Dominion Recruits 
434,000 Men. 


OTTAWA, May 10.—Casualties’ among 
the Canadian expeditionary forces from 


the time the war began up to Tuesday- 
reached a total of 89,843 killed, wounded 
and missing, according to a report given 
out by the War Office. The report in 
detail follows: 

Killed in action—774 officers, 14,565 men; 
total 16,329. 

Died of wounds, 242 officers, 5000 men; 
total 6242. 

Died of sickness, 49 officers, 1191 men; 
total 124. 

Presumed dead, 38 officers, 1481 men; 
total 1619. 

Wounded, 2743 officers, 60,913 men; to- 
tal 63,656. 

Missing, 106 officers, 2751 men; total 
2857. 

The Canadian troops were in some of 
the heaviest. fighting around Ypres, oa 
the Somme and in the recent Arras 
battle.

‘ Park Automobile Company 
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Vessels Obtained From aabitind 
Owners, at Half Prevailing Price, 
for War Emergency Trade. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—The Federa! 
Shipping Board has announced that it 
has purchased from American owners 
seven Austrian merchantmen held in 
American ports, totalling 52,651 tons, for 
$6,778,006. The price is about half the 
prevailing price for ships. The vessels 
will be repaired within a few months 
end placed in the war emergency trade. 
The ships are: Dora, 7037 gross tons, 
and Ida, 47% tons, at New York; Erny, 
515 tons, Boston; Anna, 1575 tons; Clara, 
3882 tons; Teresa, 3769 tons, at New Or- 
leans; and the Lucia, 6744 tons, at Pen- 
gacola. They were bought from A. T. 
Herd and George A. Carden, New York 
ship owners, who agreed to sacrifice 
their profits and sell at virtually the 

@ame price they gave for the vessels. 

“This economic experiment is in sharp 
contrast to the experience met by the 
Government in ship purchasing at the 
wuatbreak of the Spanish-American war,”’ 
said Chairman Denman of the board, 
explaining that an American corpora- 
tion to whom the owners were under 
contract to sell also had agreed ito 
waive its interest. Herd and Carden 
bought the ships after receiving the 
State Department's approval, April 2. 

The ships were bought at President 
Wilson's direction and payment will be 
from the $100,000,000 war emergency fund 
at the President's disposal.

Souvenir Bought With Fund 
Raised by New York World 
Publicly Presented. 


HE IS DEEPLY TOUCHED 
‘Marshal Says Memento Shall 
Every Day Be Before His 


Eves to Remind Him of 
America. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—The program 
for the French War Commission here 
today began at 9:30 o'clock this morning 


and the schedule runs until midnight, 
carrying the visitors from Prospect 
Park. in Brooklyn; to Grant's tomb 15 
Manhattan. 

The city today renewed the welcome 
extended to Marshall Joffre and M. Vi- 
viani in such unsurpassing warmth 
yesterday. Never before har the metrop- 
olis, a city of 6,000,000 people of all na- 
tionalities, accorded any one man, or 
group of men, the tremendous’ demon- 
stration which greeted the victor of the 
Marne and his distinguished associates 
when they passed through the gayly 
decorated streets, in which the tri-color 
of France predominated in the gorgeous 
display of color. 

People were massed all along the route 
taken by the visiting mission from Buat- 
tery Park to city hall, over flower 
Broadway and Fifth avenue, unmindful 
of the cold wind and intermittent rain, 
to see Joffre and to do him honor. To 
the cries of “‘Vive La France” ani 
“Vive Le Mareschal,’”’ the men who hac 
commanded the armies that stopped the 
German rush at the gates of Paris 
only smiled and saluted. 

Miniature “Liberty” for Joffre. 

Today's program began with the pres- 
entation to Marshal Joffre in Central 
Park of a miniature statue in gold of 
the Goddess of Liberty, the gift of the 
people of New York, made through the 
New York World. 

From Central Park the party went 
to Prospect Park in Brooklyn, where 
Marshal Joffre unveiled a statue of La- 
fayette, and M. Viviani delivered an ad- 
dress. 

Brooklyn awaited the visitors with a 
present of a sword for Marshal Joffre, 
a loving cup for M. Viviani and less 
elaborate gifts for other members of 
the mission. 

After a luncheon as guests of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the program calls 
for a‘visit by Marshal Joffre and M. 


‘Viviani to Columbia University, at an 


olttdoor convocation, for the conferring 
of the degree of Doctor of Laws upon 
them and Arthur James Balfour and 
Lord Cunliffe of the British Mission. 
Mr. Balfour will not be present and 
Lord Cunliffe will receive his degree 
for him. 

Tonight, members of the mission will 
attend a reception in the public library 
under the auspices of the French So- 
cleties of New York. Following the re- 
ception the party will be escorted to the 
Metropolitan Opera House for a gala 
performance and reception. From the 
sale of seats a fund of $60,000 has been 
raised, and it is estimated that this will 
be increased to $100,000. The money will 
be presented to Marshal Joffre for his 
favorite war reliefs, the Commission for 
Relief in Belgium, and the Society for 
the Relief of French War Orphans. The 
fund, known as the “Joffre Check,”’ 
will represent the largest sum of money 
ever raised by a benefit performance at 
the Metropolitan Opera House. More 
than half of the $60,000 realized yester- 
day came from the sale of 3 buxes at 
$1000 each.’ 

Streets Thronged at Night. 

As if celebrating the victorious con- 
clusion of the war, rather than the en- 
trance of the United States in the strug- 
gle, the streets of the city were crowd- 
ed until after midnight this morning. 
One of the largest night crowds which 
ever thronged Fifth avenue packed the 
sidewalks from Madison Square Garden 
to Central Park. The colors of the 
United States, Great Britain and France 
where everywhere, while an occasioana! 
building showed the galaxy of stand- 
ards of all the allies. 

At the home of Henry C. Frick, which 
for the time being is the home of M. 
Vivianit, Marshal Joffre and many of 
the other members of the French com- 
mission now in the city, Frick enter- 
tained with a dinner last night. Next tu 
Marshal Joffre sat Col. Rooseveli «nd 
they talked together almost incesaggg- 
ly for two hours. 

Tomorrow Marshal Joffre wil wit 
Washington's headquarters at New- 
burgh, N. Y., at the invitation of Cov.

Point, where he wil! review the West 
Point Cadets. M. Viviani will be the 
grest at luncheon of the lawyers of the 
city. In the »-vening both the French 
end British commissions, the latter ar- 
riving in New York tomorrow afternoon, 
will attend the barquet of the Mayor's 
e*mmittee ait the V.a'dorf.

Presented to Prosecutor. 


The wearing of United States flags 
woven or printed on women’s stockings 
“was called to the attention of Prose- 
cuting Attorfey Sidener today by Pa- 
trolman Robert Bradshaw, who said a 
complaint about the practice had been 

made to him by Mrs. Robert M. Funk- 
houser of 4354 Olive street. 

Bradshaw has been specially detailed 
to watch for cases of flag desecration. 
Mrs. Funkhouser is an officer of the 
local branch of the Daughters of the 
Revolution and Missouri chairman of a 
committee to vrevent miguse of the 
flag. 

The Prosecuting Attorney said h be- 
lieved the sale of stockings or other 
garments to which the flag is attached 
to be a violation of section 4884 of the 
Missouri statutes, which forbids the 
placing of the flag on any article of 
merchandise either for advertising or 
decorative purposes. 

Mrs. Funkhouser told Bradsraw she 
recently went to a large department 
etore and protested against the sale of 
stockings bearing a picture of the flag. 
The management of the store, she said, 
refused to stop the sale and told her 
these stockings were among the ‘“‘best 
sellers.” 

Gidener said he had written letters to 
many business concerns asking them to 
discontinue the use of the flag for ad- 
vertising. The American Refrigerator 
Transit Co,, he said, had promised to re- 
move the national emblem from its 550 
freight cars. He is also in correspond- 
ence, he says, with the Kinloch Tele- 
phone Co., which carries shield flags on 
the cover of its directory, amd with the 
Union Pacific Railroad, which has a flag 
on its calendar. 

John R. Dillon, special agent of the 
Department of Justice-at Baltimore, ac- 
cording to press dispatches, today ruled 
that the use of the American flag on 
stockings, collars or other articles of 
apparel is a violation of Federal law.

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GERMAN PLAN IS 
NOT TO INFLAME j= 
U. 5, WAR SPIRIT 


Mailed Fist Policy Substituted for 
That of Passivity, Corre- 
spondent Says.

COPENHAGEN, May 10.—To the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, able ¢ r 


two and a half years to study German 
policy and official psychology at the 
source, the present German attitude to- 
ward America marks an important turn- 


ing point into an almost radically new 
course. 

The mailed fist impulse would nor- 
mally have been to answer America’s 
declaration of a state of war with im- 
perial rhetoric, “proudly picking up the 
gauntlet hurled down by America,’’ fol- 
lowed immediately by the proclamation 
of a barred zone around the whole 
Atlantic coast of America, carrying tho 
submarine war aggressively into Ameri- 
can waters, and doing the utmost to 
stir up Mexico and tnterest Japan in 
American real estate. 

A policy of heavy handed hostility 
in the eventuality of America declar- 
ing war broadly hinted at in the 
Kaiser’s enthusiastic remark to an Atts- 
trian interviewer in January about 
‘‘making front against the Anglo-Saxon 
world” and for some time after Amer- 
ica’s entry the decision still wavered 
in the balance between an aggressively 
active and a passively defensive policy 
toward America. 

When I left Berlin, however, the de 
cision had finally fallen in the highest 
quarters where the Bernstorffian idea 
| that hard headed common sense dis- 
cretion is the better part of mailed fist 
| eater, at least in the present stadium 
of the world war, had won out. 

I received authoritative confirmation 
of this in an informal farewell audi- 
ence witr a high military personage 
who had just returned from Great 
Headquarters, where he had conferred 
with Ludendorff among others, and wh» 
was therefore in a position to reflect 
certain views held by the highest lead- 
ership. 

Will Not Stir Up U. §. 

The essence of the present attitude 
toward America, which, of course, is 
subject to change, is and will pre- 
sumably continue to be, to do nothing 
calculated to inflame America and 
fan the war spirit of American pub- 
lic opinion to such a degree that 
America will throw al! its resources into 
a finish war on Germany. 


This prudent policy of passivity 
toward America, I gathered, was dic- 
tated principally by the desire to 
leave open the back door to an ulti- 
mate better understanding with 
America when the world war is liqui- 
dated at the peace conference. 

Furthermore, the policy of passiv- 
ity toward America was dictated by 
the fear that, should the war with 
America take on the embittered 
character of a fight to the fintwh, tet 
might serve to ruin budding spring 
hopes of peace with Russia and last- 
ly, it would make Germany’s isola- 
tion permanent, a most unwished for 
consummation, since thinking Ger- 
mans fully realize that Germany will 
need America badly after the war. 
The authoritative German idea at 
present, therefore, is summarized as 
follows: 


“Let us make the best of a bad 
business and have a purely platonic 
state of war, if possible: a theoretical 
war, involving no embittered enmity 
and lasting animus.”’ 


My high military informant gave 
the authoritative German watchword 
in the face of America’s entry into 
the ranks of enemies as “Kaltes blut 
bewahren,” saying: “We are going 
to keep coo] headed.”’ 

“Weare not going to bombard 
New York with our submarines, or 
anything like that,” he added, with 
a smile, as if fully realizing the fu- 
tility of trying to make war on 
America. “We do not want to do 
anything to arouse the American peo- 
ple still further against tus. We 
don't, for instance, want to intern the 
Americans in Germany, or even con- 
sider and treat them as enemies.” 

He expressed the view held in the 
highest military quarters, that the 
world war would te ended long be- 
froe America could unfold its full 
military strength, and that conse- 
quently America’s titanic war prep- 
arations caused them no embittered 
concern. 

Large Army Opportunity. 

On the contrary, my informant ex- 
pressed the following remarkably frank 
German view: ‘Thinking objectively, 
we realize that President Wilson would 
not have done his full duty to his coun- 
try had he not seized the opportunity 
to accomplish his preparedness program, 
and that as a result of A state of war 
with Germany America will gain the 
positive benefit of the adequate army it 
needs, though as Germans it is, of 
course, unpleasant for us that we should 
have to be the springboard for Wilson 
to reach his goal of preparedness. 

“We seek, however, to view America’s ) 
war preparations objectively in the hope 
that the war will be over before they 
are consummated, and are not embit- 
tered by the fact that America feels the 
need of a large army, and is setting out 
to get it. 

“What has aroused the keenest re- 
sentment, however,’’ my informant 
added, ‘is the fact that Mr. Wilson in 
his war message tried to drive a wedge 
between our Kaiser and the German 
people.” 

This bitterness rankling in German 
hearts, not over the fact of America’s 
entry into the war, but over the Wil- 
sonian distinction between the present 
German Government and the German 
nation, Will not, however, be permitted 
to influence the authoritative German 
attitude toward America in what is felt 
to be the last phase of the world war.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The §$2,000,- 
000.000 war bond issue, Secretary Mc- 
Adoo announced, will be in denomina- 
tions of, from $50 to $100,000, will ma- 
ture in 30 years and may be redeemed 
by the Government in 15; will be sub- 
Ject to payment in four installments 
and will carry the privilege of con- 
version into any bonds which may be 
issued later during the war at a higher 
rate of interest. 

Two per cent of the subscription must 
be paid on application. The remainder 
will be paid as follows: June 28, 18 
per cent; July 30, 20 per cent; August 15, 
30 per cert, and August 30, 30 per cent. 

The tends will be dated June 15, in- 
stead «f July 1, the date previously 
designated, and interest will be payable 
semi-annually on June 15 and Dec. 15.

GOETHALS DECLINED TO TAKE 
EXTRA PAY AS SHIP BUILDER 


Director of Construction Program Re- 
celves Same Salary ans Major-Gen- 
eral in Active Service. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Major- 
General Goethals, in charge of the 
ship building program of the Shipping 
Board, is drawing the salary of a 
Rh .jor-General in the army, $8000 a 
year, according to an official an- 
nouncement today. 

“Thank God for the country, that 
there comes to him no thought that 
this is a sacrifice, but merely one of 
joyous activity and service in time of 
need,” said Chairman Denman of the 
Shipping Board.

WASHINGTON, May § 10.—Major- 
General Goethals, in charge of the 
ship building program of the Shipping 
Board, is drawing the salary of a 
Ih .jor-General in the army, $8000 a 
year, according to an official an- 
nouncement today.

Army, pleaded with St. Louis business 
men at the members’ conference of thy 
Chamber of Commerce, at the Mercan 
tile Club yesterday, to put boats on the 
Mississippi. 

‘There is now plenty of water between 
St. Louis and New Orleans,”’ said Sen- 
ator Ransdell. ‘‘The only thing needed 
is boats. All that is needed is for St. 
Lovis to assist other river cities in 
forming a transportation company tv 
put boats and barges on the river. There 
is no more patriotic duty that can be 
performed than aiding in the organiza- 
tion and operation of a boat Company 
between St. Louis and New Orleans.” 

The resaon, 
car shortage, in consequence of which 
great quantities of wheat was stored 
in St. Louis which should be on its 
way to Europe by way of New Orleans 
to feed this country’s starving allies. 
Millers assured him, he said, that there 
was no shortage of wheat, but a'short- 
age of cars, that it was a transporta- 
tion question, not a food question. 


Rallroad Lines Inadequate. 

With a shortage of 148,000 cars on 
April 1 every energy of the country was 
being exerted for greater: production, 
when the railroads could nat move the 
present production. St. Louis, he sald, 
could help the nation by providing boats 
to move products and at the same time 
help itself. 

He showed by figures of the Interstat: 
Commerce Commission that river trans- 
portation was not only cheaper, but 
quicker than railroad transportation. 
While the railroads forwarded freight 
at the rate of only 2 miles in 24 hours, 
river tines advanced it 100 miles in 24 
hours. : 

He told of an instance of a shipment 
by eail being four months on the way 
from Minneapolis to St. Paul. The ex- 
planation of the faster service of the 
boats was that they kept going while 
freight cars were lying on side tracks. 
He showed that the cost of water trans- 
portation on the lakes was only one- 
eighth as great as for rail transporta- 
tion. , 

“You will be guilty of mighty near 
treason,’* he cried, “if you do not help 
in every possible way to solve the trans- 
portation problem. We've got all the 
water that we need. What we need is 
boats, boats, boats. You will not get 
much benefit from the Panama Canal 
unless you utilize the Mississippi River. 
I beg of you to do it. It is wrong to 
despise one of the greatest gifts a 
beneficent Creator ever bestowed—the 
Mississippi River. It is your patriotic 
duty to help solve the nation’s naviga- 
tion and transportation problem.”’ 

Gen. Black declared that the strug- 
gle into which the country has entered 
is a war,of peoples, not of armies, and 
there was need for organization of all 
the country’s resources. “Our foe,” he 
said, “is not the people, but a 
form of Government. We must triumph 
or civilization will go back a hundred 
years." '

B. pen 
has, in one instance at least, been more decorative 
than accurately descriptive of the proper way to 
cook a Virginia ham. The editorial speaks of 
slicing and frying and serving with one or two 
egeas, fried also, tut presumably not sliced. 

Now, a Virginia housekeeper would consider 
that a performance verging on the horrible. As 
well talk to any French woman of “one or two 
eggs” as a part of her breakfast. A Virginia ham 
is like a course of events in history, in that each 
should be treated as a whole. To slice either as 
a preliminary process its to deprive it of flavor, to 
Delittle it, to make it a thing of no account as 
compared with what it should be, and is, when 
offered as a whole. 

The Virginia way for a Virginia ham is as fol- 
lows: Soak over night in cold water, round side 
up. In the morning rinse, scrub with a stiff brush 
and rinse again. Put a layer of hay in the boiler, 
lay the ham on it, round side up, fill up with cold 
water, to which half a teacup of cider vinegar 
must be added, and bring slowly to a gentle sim- 
mer, Keep on simmering, allowing 25 minutes to 
each pound of ham. Let {ft remain in the water 
it has cooked tn unt!il nearly cold; then take the 
skin off carefully, leaving the fat a smooth sur- 
face. On this make spots at regular spaces with 
black pepper, and in the center of each spot stick 
a clove. Put into the oven to brown, and do not 
cut until cold. The ham can then be sliced as 
thin as a wafer and will have a flavor happily ¢dif- 
fereht from th, erude sliced-and-fried barbarism.

Let us make registration day under the selective 
draft law a holiday throughout Missouri. 

The day upon which every man legally eligible 
registers for training and service in the war in 
behalf of liberty, justice arfd humanity should be 
celebrated as a day for renewal of the spirit of 
Americanism and of patriotic devotion to the 
republic and the great cause it has undertaken. 

Let us add to the legal duty of registration a 
patriotic fete demonstrating our love of America, 
our determination to win and our confidence in 
the spirit, strength and will of the American peo- 
ple to make “‘the world safe for democracy.” 

It will be necessary only for men of the ages 
specified in the law to register, but the remainder 
of the people can register in spirit for the kind 
of service for which they are best fitted. All the 
people on that day can pledge their energies, lives 
and fortunes to the defense of American rights, 
principles, institutions and the overthrow of 
despotism which menaces the freedom and peace 
of the world. :

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GERMAN-AMERICAN ALLIANCE—WHY? 

The self-purging of the local German-American 
Alliance by throwing out Von Reppert for his 
disloyal remarks is good as far as it goes, but 
it does not go far enough. 

Associate City Counselor Kersting, who re- 
signed from the Alliance to purge himself of dis- 
loyalty, testified that Mr. Von Reppert’s disloyal 
remarks were not rebuked, while his own resolu- 
tion, pledging loyalty to the United States, did 
not receive a second and he was declared out of 
order.

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MISREPRESENTED MISSOURI. 

While St. Louis takes great pleasure in setting 
Gen. Black right on his misunderstanding of the 
patriotism of Missouri and the Middle West in 
general, it takes no less pleasure in the handsome 
way the General acknowledged he had been mis- 
informed when he was told of the error. 

Coming here from Washington, he had the 
rather puzzling Eastern idea that we are luke- 
warm over the war. But when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter pointed out that our city had already 
furnished 70 per cent of the quota of recruits al- 
loted to it for the various arms of the national

service, being well ahead of Cleveland, Buffalo 


and Boston and tremendously ahead of New York 
and Baltimere, Gen. Black shouted: “Bully! 
That’s fine!” 

He explained that much of the misunderstand- 
ing of Missouri’s attitude can be attributed to 
some of her misrepresentatives at Washington, 
the Stones, Reeds, Clarks, Shacklefords, et al. It 
was presumed that this group of obstructionists 
and antediluvian thinkers interpreted the wishes 
of their constituents. 

Most of us out here know that this is not so. 
It is simply our good fortune that we have such 
conclusive evidence as the enlistment figures to 
prove that it is not so. It is to be hoped that 
the distinguished chief of engineers of the United 
States army will lose no time reporting his dis- 
covery to those at the national capital who are 
still as much in error as the General was when 
he came here.

Gen. W. M. Black declared at the River Con- 
ference that the enlargement of river traffic as a 
war measure has become the patriotic duty of 
Americans. Senator Joseph E. Ransdell of Lou- 
isiana went farther. He declared that it is little 
short of treason to fail to organize for an ade- 
quate use of river facilities. 

The Senator stated the case aptly when he ex- 
pressed the hope that Congress would never op- 
dropriate another dollar for the Mississippi if the 
stream’s existing opportunities are neglected to 
the public's hurt. It is computed that the differ- 
ence between normal conditions on the railroads 
and the present congestion that hampers distribu- 
tion with a consequent increase in the price of 
many necessities is a matter of 3,000,000 tons by 
which the amount of freight to be moved exceeds 
the capacity of the cars available to move it. 

With. eight feet of water in the Mississippi 
more than 3,000,000 tons ordinarily moved by 
railroads could be moved by water. It cannot be 
urged that this would afford only a ‘highly in- 
direct relief for vongested centers distant from 
the courses of the rivers. Rolling stock is mo- 
bile. Freight cars on lines adjacent to or parallel 
to the rivers could, with proper organization, be 
reserved for the uses of territory without water- 
way advantages. 

The conference has been the most instructive 
and profitable meeting ever held for the discus- 
sion of river possibilities. It has brought out 
many suggestions of the highest value and em- 
ohasized practical essentials in a way in which 
they are not ordinarily emphasized. Let us hope 
it will result In actualities equally valuable. 

What is wanted is river docks and craft and 
still more river craft and then more river craft. 
Certainly no river craft should be idle.

The victim of two allegiances cannot 
then discharge his obligations of citizenship to 
both; whichever country he chooses to serve 
makes him a traitor to the other.

this summer. Preserving milk, 
butter and other supplies and keeping 
left-overs and unused portions until they 
are needed will be their service. If ice 
is not obtainable, an iceless refrigera- 
tor, cooled by evaporation, can be easily 
constructed. Women demonstrators in 
extension work, South, of the United 
States Department or Agriculture, tell 
how to make such a Cooler at a small 
cost. 
This refrigerator consists of a wooden 
frame covered with Canton flannel, bur- 
lap or heavy duck. It ts desirable that 
the frame be screened, although this is 
not necessary. . 
Wicks, made of the same material as 
the covering, resting in a pan of water 
on top of the cooler, conduct the water 
over the sides and ends of the pan and 
allow it to seep down the sides of the 
box. The evaporation from this mois- 
tened covering causes a lower temper- 
ature inside. On dry, hot days a tem- 
perature of 50 degrees has been known 
to be obtained in the cooler. This is 
the way to build it: 
Make a screened case 3% feet high, 
with the other dimensions 12x15 inches. 
If a solid: top is used, simply place the 
water pan on this. Otherwise, fit the 
pan closely into the opening of the top 
frame and support it by one-inch cleats 
fastened to the inside or the frame. 

Place two movabie shelves in the 
frame, 12 to 15 inches apart. Use @ 
biscuit pan 12x14 inches on the top to 
hold the water, and where the refrig- 
erator is to be used indoors have the 
whole thing standing in a large pan to 
catch any drip. The pans and case may 
be painted white, allowed to dry and 
then enameled. 

A covering of white Canton flannel 
should be made to fit the frame. Have

covering on the frame with buggy or au- 
tomobile curtain -hooks and eyes, ar- 
ranged so that the door may be opened 
without unfastening these hooks. This 
can easily be done by putting one row 
of hooks on the edge of the door near 
the latch and the other just opposite 
the opening with the hem on each side 
extended far enough to cover the crack 
at the edge of the aoor, so as to keep 
out the warm, outside air and retain 
the cooled air. 

This dress or covering will have to 
be-hooked around the top edge also. Two 
double strips one-half the width of each 
side should be sewed on the top of each 
side covering, and allowed to extend 
over about 2% or 3 inches in the pan of 
water. The bottom of the covering 
should extend into the lower pan. 

Place the refrigerator in a shady place 
where air will circulate around it freely. 
If buttons and buttonholes are used on 
the Canton flannel instead of buggy 
hooks, the cost will be reduced.

| Interesting Facts 


°° About Mirrors 


T would be interesting to know who 
first tried to make some artificial 
device by means of which he could 

see himself and his surroundings re- 
flected as he had seen them in a lake 
or pool. We know, however, that mir- 
rors were used by the ancient Hebrews, 
for the Bible speaks of them in the 
book of Exodus. It was when they 
were building the tabernacle and needed 
brass for some of its fittings; everyone 
gave liberally, we are told, the women 
gladly offering even their looking glasses 
of brass. 
Antiquarians have discovered relics of 
mirrors of bronze, which they believe 
to have been in common use among the 
early Egyptians, Greeks and Romans. 
Some historians say that it was Prax- 
iteles who first taught the use of silver 
in the making of mirrors, an@ that was 
about the year 328 B. C. 
They say, too, that craftsmen of Ven- 
ice were the first to make mirrors of 
glass. The date assigned is the begin- 
ning of the fourteenth century. These 
were crude affairs at first, but soon 
beautiful ones were contrived and they 
became popular articles of adornment, 
as well as of use, with the Venetian la- 
dies, who carried them about as they 
did their fans. 
The French, it is generally conceded, 
have led the world in the production 
of beautiful mirrors; from the begin- 
ning of their taking up that art, their 
workmanship has been noted for its 
beauty and delicacy of touch, its ex- 
quisite detail. 
It has been said that the mirrors made 
in France during the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries are the most beau- 
tiful known, both in design and in the 
coloring used in their decoration. It be- 
came the fashion, during the reign of 
Louis XIV, to insert mirrored panels 
into the walls, and these were framed 
in rich carvings or painted borders. 
Just as the great artists of the time, 
Fragonard. Bouchet, Watteau and oth- 
ers, drew designs for the exquisite point 
lace which was being made all over the 
country by patient, beauty loving peas- 
ants, so they decorated the walls above 
and around these mirrored panels with 
their paintings. One of the best and 
most striking examples of this use of 
the mirror as a decorative feature may 
be seen by the tourist in the famous 
“Galerie des Glaces,’’ one of the stats 
apartments in the great palace at Ver- 
sailles. 
Mirror making is believed to have been 
introduced into England toward the lat- 
ter part of the seventeenth century, 
and the craftsmen of that country are 
credited with the practical and useful in- 
vention o@ mirrors attached to, or used 
with, dressing tables and bureaus. The 
mirrors made during the colonial pe- 
riod in the United States are highly 
prized today for their beauty of line 
and decoration. 


Clever War Finance’ 
Aids Italy

The value of the shares is 100 
lire, but subscribers to the loan under 
this postal plan reveive the shares it 
60. The special lcan stamps may be ptur- 
chased at any postoffice in Italy. 

The books -will be issued until May 153, 
1917. While the deferred payments may 
be made at such times and in such 
amounts as the subscriber wishes, the 
whole sum must be paid in before Dec. 
31, 1918. The stamps in any partially 
filled book on that date will be conver. 
éd into a postal-savings 1und. 

Seven premiums in the form of paid- 
up shares in the loan will be distrib- 
uted, by lot, for each group of 100,00 
books. The profits of the undertaking 
will be devoted to aiding the familiscs 
of peasants who have fallen in the war. 
The plan has met with such favor that 
applications for the books already are 
double the number available under the 
first issue,

HE home-canning specialists of the 
RY United States Department of Agri 

culture urge every housekeeper to 
save bottles—especially wide-necke.j 
ones—for putting up fruits, preserves, 
jellies, jams and fruit juices. Saving of 
bottles is highly important, the depart- 
ment says, as there threatens to be a 
serious shortage of regular jars and pre: 
serving cans this season. 

The specialists are also urging all 
members of canning clubs and others 
not only to can products, but to dry and 
evaporate all such products as apples, 
pumpkin and squash. They advise 
strongly that if containers are scarce 
locally, those in stock should be used to 
preserve perishable products which have 
the highest nutritive value. Nothing 
should be jacked in jars or cans which 
can be conserved effectively in other 
ways.

A mother should have a thorough 
knowledge of the rules of feeding and 
sleeping. These will gladly be furnished 
by the family doctor. The bath and 
bodily care of the»child is important; 
the nurse attendant. at; birth of child 
will cheerfully give thé inexperienced 
mother instructions in these matters. 
Excellent books upon the subject of 
babies’ care are available and pamph- 
lets can be had for the asking. Thus 
there is no excuse for the ignorance of 
mothers. 

The wise mother will never be a slave 
to her child and the well-trained baby 
is a joy in the household. There is no 
reason why a baby should be continual- 
ly “cross.”” If it is so there is some- 
thing radically wrong. Either the child 
is ill, and in that case should receive 
immediate medical attention, or it has 
been ‘“‘spoiled.”’ 

The keynote of the perfect baby’s life 
is system. He is regularly fed according 
to the prescribed schedule; his bath and 
bodily needs are matters of punctilious 
attention: he is not “handled.”

BRITISH BUILDER 
SAY SMALL SHE 
POLICY IS WRON 


Committee Advocates Construc- 
tion of Largest Vessels Yards 
Can Handle. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, England, April 26.— 
A committee of shipbuilders here has 
adopted a report against the building 
of small ships in preference to big ones 
to offset the subtree danger. The 
report says: 

“The policy of.small ship construction 
can have a most disastrous effect on 
the nation, the man power required by 
the army and our chances of victory. 
The Germans claim to be sinking 9,000,000 
icons a year and hope to sink still more. 
Allowing losses by mines and natural 
causes to balance any exaggeration of 
German claims and assuming that we 
build one-half of the lost tonnage (about 
two and one-half times our pre-war out- 
put) and other countries the balance 
(over five times their pre-war output), 
we have increased last year’s output by 
about 4,000;000 tons, equivalent to 1,600,000 
tons of cargo capacity per year. 

Compare Two Classes. 

“Comparing ships of 2000 tons and 16.- 


000 tons displacement carrying 650 and 


8675 tons of cargo respectively and tak- 
ing the North Atlantic passage as »& 
basis, we should be required to build 
each year 2460 of the smaller ships, but 
only 185 of the larger. 

‘‘The smaller ships would cost £111,000, - 
000 and the larger only £46,000,000. The 
small ships would use 1,550,000 tons of 
steel and 675,000 tons of timber and 
would consume 6,750,000 tons of coal 
on the outward voyage per year. The 
larger ships would absorb 1,030,000 tons 
of steel and 382,00 tons of timber and 
consume only 1,560,000 tons of coal

U. $. TO PROVIDE $12,500,000 


A MONTH FOR BELGIAN RELIEF 


Loan of $75,000,000 to French and Bel- 
gian Governments Will Be 
Spent for Food. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Instead of 
the million dollars a month which Amer- 
icans as individuals have been contrib- 
uting tg@ Belgian relief, hereafter $7,500,- 
000 for Belgium and $5,000,000 for North- | 
ern France will be provided monthly by 
the United States Government for use 
of the American Belgian Relief Commis- 
sion. 

The sum of $75,000,000, enough for six 
monthly payments, has been loaned to 
the French and Belgian Governments 
jointly to be spent for food to go to the 
population of each country under rule 
of the Germans. 

More may be provided later and all 
food distribution will be in the hands of 
Dutch and Spanish agents, under direc- 
tion of the commission.

State’s Attorney Notifies Unli- 
censed Places to Stop Busi- 
ness at Once.

Forty-four saloons which have 
operated for years in St. Clair Coun- 
ty without licenses, in violation of 
law, with the permission of the 
county authorities, are taking down 
their signs today and putting up their 
Shutters. State’s Attorney Schaum-% 
leffel,.-Sheriff Mallon and Chief Dep- 
Sheriff Petri are scouring the 
county in automobiles, under orders 
of Attorney-General Bundrage, 
notifying the keepers of the unli- 
Fcensed places to close forthwith and 
Stay closed. 

The three started out yesterday 
forenoon to fulfill Schaumleffel’s as- 
Surance to the Attorney-General that 
all the unlicensed saloons in the 
county would be closed in 48 hours. 
Schaumleffel’s declaration as he 
Started was that he would “make it 
hot” for any saloonkeeper who hin- 
dered the fulfillment of the promise. 

They visited 30 of the unlicensed places 
and did not get back to Belleville until 
11 o'clock last night. This morning sev- 
eral were reached by telephone.

RTS HER 
HED OR SUBMARINE 


U-Boat Submerged and It Was Impos- 
sible to Determine Whether One of 
Shots Was Effective. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—An armed 
American line steamship which arrived 
here last night from a European port 
reported that her gun crew fired six 
shots at a German submarine off the 
coast of Ireland _on May 2. The under- 
sea boat immediately submerged and 
it was impossible-to determine whether 
any of the shots took effect. 

The periscope rot the submarine was 
sighted about 6 prem. and the American 
vessel immediately swung around to 
afford. the gunners an opportunity fcr 
accurate aim. The undersea craft dis- 
appeared simultaneously with the firing 
of the first shot; ‘it--was said, and did 
not reappear. The American ship then 
put on full speed ana pfoceeded on her 
course. 

In addition to nine Norwegian sailors, 
the American liner had on board 2 first, 
28 second and 34 third class passenger?. 

The American steamer, armed fore and 
tice with six-inch guns, was detained in 
Sprang from the other side three days, 
due to a warning that enemy subma- 
rines were lying in wait for her. 

Soon after the liner passed out of the 
protected zone in the open sea, at 2 
speed of approximately 20 knots, the 
submarine’s periscope loomed up sud. 
denly off her port bow. It was about 
2700 yards away. The passengers, who 
rushed to the deck excitedly, said the 
undersea craft appeared to be rising 
and that for a moment they caught a 
glimpse of what probably was its gray 
stern. The passengers remained on deck 
during the shooting.
